The nomination of candidates for this dis- | 
trict for the North-West council wid take | 
lace on Tuesday nextin the school house, | 
he method of nomination is thus described 
in the proclamation of lieutenant-governor | 
Laird, which is still in force: f } 

At any time after the date of the procla- | 
wation, and before two of the clock in the | 
afternoon of nomivation day, any_four or | 
here electors may nominate a candidate by | 
aflirming te and signing before a justice of | 
the peace, or before the returning-ollicer,and | 
causing to be filed with the returning officer, | 
a nomination paper in the following forin: 

“We the undersigned affirm that we are 
duly qualited as electors of the electoral 
district ot to vote at the elec: 
tion now about to be held of a member to 
represent the said electoral district inthe | 
council of the North West Territories, and | 
that as such we hereby nominate (here insert 
the name,residence,cceupation or deseription 
of the person nominated suificiently to es- 
tublish his identity) as a candidate at the 
said election ; and we further affirm that the 
said (naming the candidate) is duly qu wlifled 
to be nominated asa candidate at the said 
election, and that he has consentes (or in 
case of hisabsence from the district, we fully 
believe he will consent) to this nomination.” 

The returning-officer on receiving any 
nomination paper fulfilling the essential con- 
ditions hereinbetore specified, shall endorse 
thereon the date and the hour at which it 
was received by him ; and if any paper pur- 
porting to be a nonunnation paper be piaced 
in his hands which he regards as informal, he 
shall iremediately return it to the person de- 
livering the same, and state te him the in- 
formality. 

Any candidate nominated may withdraw 
at any time after his nomination and before 
the closing of the poll on polling day, by 
filing with the returning-oflicer a declaration 
in writing te that effect, signed by himself in 
the presence of the returning-officer or e 
justice of the peace ; and any votes cast for 
the candidate who shall have so withcrawn 
shall be nulland void. 

If, at the expiration of the time fixed for 
the nomination, only one candidate has been 
nominated, or if then or before the closingot 
the poll,by the withdrawalof any other person 
er persons nominated, only one candidate 
remains in nomination, the returning-othicer 
shall forthwith make his return to the clerk 
of the council that such candidate has been 
elected, of which return he shall send with- 
out delay a certified copy to the person elect- 
ed ; and such return shall be in the following 
form :

POWERS OF THEN. W.C, 

The question, Whatare the powers of the 
North West council, is often asked, and se} 
dom answered, The following are the powers 
her d to it by an order in council dated 

une 26th, 1383: 

The establishment and tenure of territorial 
offices and the appointment and payuient of 
territorial officers ; 

Tie establishment, maintenance and man- 
agement of prisons in and for the North 
West Territories ; 25 

Municipal institutions in the territories 
subject to any legislation by the parlia 
ment of Cavada heretofore or hereinafter ep 
acted ; 

The issue of of shop, auctioneer and other | 
licenses, except licenses for the sale of in- | 
toxicating liquors, in order to the reising of | 
a revenue for territorial or wiunicipal pur- | 
poses ; 

The solemnization of marriage in the terri 
tories ; 

Lhe administration of justice, including 
the constitution, organization and mainte 
nance of territorial courts of civil jurisdic. 
tion ; 

The imposition of punishment by fine, 
penalty or imprisonment for enforcing an) 
territorial ordinances ; 

Property and civil rights in the terr tories | 
—subject to any legislation by the parlia- | 
ment of Canada on these subjects. 

Generally all matters of a merely local or 
private nature in the territories. 

Besides the foregoing the North-West ter- | 
ritories act of 1880 vives the power to orga 
nize and support educational institulions. 

Powers may be granted to the council by 
Order in council equal to, but not in cxcers 
of those conferred upon the legislatures of 
the provinces. 

Any ordinance passed by the North Weat 
Council may be disallowed within one year 


from its having been passed by the governor- 
in-council.
